Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a method for treating osteoporosis defined by the combination 
of elements as recited in independent claims 1 and 7, including administering Botulinum 
toxin to a patient and exposing the patient to electromagnetic signals, wherein the toxin 
has a synergistic effect on bone density stimulation with the electromagnetic signals.
